el on T uesday evening. “ It is estim at­ 
ed by ex p erts th a t the annual cost to 
this country will be $.11,000,000 while 
the g re a te s t possible income will be 
$12,500,000. 
“The cost of th e 
canal will 
be 
$375,000,000 
and with the necessary 
fortifications 
will 
reach 
$400,- 
000,000. 
T here are those who claim 
these fortification* should not be a u ­ 
thorized but it is th e only safe policy. 
We have had enough exam ples in the 
past to show us that. 
No m an would 
build a handsom e home, fit it with 
beautiful furnishings and fail to lock 
the door a t n ig h t and neither should 
we go to such enormous expense of 
time, money and lives and fail to 
guard a g a in st unfair advantage* on 
the p a rt of outsiders. 
“ I am thrilled with patriotism every 
tim e I see a picture showing any por­ 
tion of the canal. 
There is no country 
iii the world which could have under­ 
taken so gigantic a task and brought 
it to successful completion but the 
one over which flouts the S tars and 
Stripes. 
Every cent of the money 
employed in this enterprise was fu rn ­ 
ished by the United States and th ere 
is no other nation which could have 
stood such a drain on its finances. 
“Shall we then allow Great Britain 
to dictate term s on which we operate 
the canal. 
I don’t think so and I be­ 
lieve we have a president with suffi­ 
cient backbone to prevent any such 
state of affairs. 
The United States 
has built this work and should govern 
it in its own way though I hope it will 
not be necessary to resort to force of 
arm s to accomplish th a t result. 
“ I have said the canal when com plet­ 
ed and fortified will have cost $400,- 
000,000. 
E xperts 
declare 
th a t 
the 
m axim um foreign tonnage which will 
be transported through it will reach 
10,000,(M>0 tons which a t the propos­ 
ed rate of $1.25 a ton would yield a 
revenue of $12,500,000. This is the 
only tangible off set to an annual ex ­ 
penditure 
of 
$31,IKK) ,000, 
for 
the 
m aintenance of the canal. 
"A nd yet a work of this sort should 
be viewed not simply as a m a ile r of 
dollars and cents. 
T here is not one 
patriotic American who would say 
th a t they wished the work had not 
been undertaken. 
It will be the pride 
of this g rea t country of ours for cen­ 
turies to come, and th ere are other 
things than mere revenue to be taken 
into account. 
The Pacific S tates have long l»een 
clam oring for a fleet to protect its 
shores. 
Everyone concedes th a t if a 
foreign foe should ever attac k the 
United S tates the first one to do it 
would besiege the Pacific Coast and 
th a t foe would be J a p an . The canal 
m akes this ex tra fleet for protection 
unnecessary, allowing, a s it does, the 
quick passage of w arships from one 
coast to the other. 
The benefit to A m erican shipping 
will be enormous. 
Of the boats now’ 
plying between the United S ta te s and 
European countries only tw o per cent 
have Am erican bottoms. 
F ifty years 
ago this condition w as reversed. But 
the men of this country who were at 
th a t tim e engaged in ship building 
turned their attention to o t t e r affairs 
m d the present condition has resu lt­ 
ed. 
W ith the P anam a C anal opened 
and its w aters free to A m erican ves­ 
sels there will be a g re a t stim ulus to 
a revival of this industry and g rea t 
benefits will naturally follow.” 
Mr. L afea n ’s talk on th e canal fol­ 
lowed a lecture of an hour and three 
q u arte rs by Dr. E. W. Brickley who 
told in an interesting w ay, and with 
the assistance of a larg e an d varied 
selection of slide* m ade from official 
W ar D epartm ent photographs, of the 
work a t constructing th e canal from 
the s ta rt to the present tim e, illus­ 
tra tin g the gigantic ch a racter of the 
task, the obstacles which had been 
m et and how they were overcome. 
Glimpses of life in P anam a were also 
shown and the evening w as a tre a t to 
an audience which filled 
the

chapel, the gallery and a large p o r­ 
tion of the annex.

HITCHCOCK FAVORS U,S, 
TELEGRAPH CONTROL 


Recommends Operation Witt) 
the Mail Service. 


Washington, Fell. 1*2.—Government 
ownership or control of telegraph lines 
is again recommended by Postmaster 
General Hitchcock in his complete an 
nual report transmitted to congress 
Mr. Hitch* oek says: 
“In the last annual report the opin­ 
ion was expressed that telegraph lines 
in the United States should lie mad*’ 
a part of the postal system and oper­ 
ated in conjunction with tile mail ser­ 
vice 
it is be lie ved that under limper 
management 
such 
a 
consolidation 
would result in important economies 
arui 
permit adoption of lower tole 
graph rates. 
“Now that a postal savings system 
lias been esiablisbed aud parcel post 
provided for, there would seem to bo 
no better opportunity for the prof!;- 
able extension of our postal busine** 
than through the adoption of a gov 
eminent telegraph system.” 
Mr. Hitchcock also recommends that 
th** use of the flanking privilege lie 
restricted “to official correspondence,
